Filibuster Killed Bills. 

The sundry civil. bill in the last 
tongress carried an appropriation of 
822,000,000 for allowances for depend- 
nts of soldiers and sailors for the re- 
mainder of this fiscal year. The gen- 
eral deficiency bill carried $4,500,000 
for salaries of the war risk bureau. 
Both bills failed as a result of the 
filibuster. 

The war risk bureau funds are suf- 
ficient to pay the allowances for this 
month but not for April, May and 
June. Unless congress is convened 
the dependents will not receive the 


for March, which should reach them 
in April, although they will continue 
to receive allot’ «‘s from the pay of 
soldiers and sailo. -. 

Quartermaster Is “Broke.” 

The quartermaster corps of the army 
is also flying signals of financial dis- 
tress. The quartermaster general has 
reported that he is completely out of 
funds for the transportation of troops 
and purchase of subsistence. -

Increase Plea 


of Surface 
Lines to Fail 


There will be no increase in surface 
car line fares. The state public utili- 
‘ties commission is preparing to enter 
an order denying the petition of the 
Chicago Surface Lines for authority to 
charge 7 cent fares. The fares will re 
main 5 cents. 

The order may be entered on Friday 

if it can be drawn in time. If not, the 
commission will pass on it Monday or 
Tuesday of next week. 
The commissioners are said to take 
the ground that the wartime strin- 
gencies which caused the surface lines 
to ask for an increase are rapidly pass- 
ing. 

The foregoing information came to 
THE TRIBUNE last night. The indi- 
vidual commissioners, however, refused 
to discuss the matter. 


Heavy Wage Increases. 

Leo d A. Busby, president of the 
surface lines, said at the commission's 
hearings and again yesterday in his an- 
nual report that the wartime expenses 
of the lines had increased $4,700,000 
a year in raises of wage alone, mostly 
because of boosts in pay allowed train- 
men by the federal war labor board 
last summer. 

Those increases totaled $3,700,000 a 
year. A year before—June, 1917—a 
new contract, expiring a year from 
next June, gave the employés wage in- 
creases amounting to $1,000,000 a year. 
Were the war labor board's later in- 
creases to be abrogated the 1917 con- 
tract would be effective, or the wage 
question would be reopened for local 
negotiation. 

Mr. Busby said last fall that the lines 
were losing $12,000 a day because of 
the additional operating expenses and 
the falling off in the number of pas- 
sengers carried. ‘ 

Business Picking Up? 

The commisssion has found that the 
surface lines’ business has been pick- 
ing up recently, that now travel has 
been restored to normal, and that costs 
of material are moving slightly down- 
ward. The commission having no jur- 
isdiction over orders entered by the 
federal war board, will not pass on 
the question of wages, nor will it make 
any recommendation on this point. 

The commission's ruling on the sur- 
face lines’ petition may affeet the rul- 
ing made in the case of the elevated 
lines. The commission authorized the 
elevated lines to charge six cent fares. 
They had asked for seven cent fares. 
The commission may, within a short 
time hold a rehearing on its decision 
in this case with a view to revoking 
the one cent increase. 

Report Received in Town. 

A report of the commission’s deci- 
sion on the surface lines’ matter was 
received last night by several of the

Return of Kaiser Is 
Urged in Diet of 
Prussia. 


BERLIN, March 17.—[By the Asso- 
clated Press,]—Fifty-five persons have 
been, killed and 170 wounded during 
the rioting in Halle. 

Two hundred and eighty persons 
have been arrested for pillaging. 

The stolen property is estimated in 
Value at over $4,500,000. 

As a result of the plundering itn the 


Halle, a state of siege has been pro- 
claimed over Ditterfeld, Delitzsch, 
Muencheln, Merseburg, and Koennern. 

Rioting on the part of peasants in 
Windschlag, near Offenburg, Bavaria, 
forced the visiting food commission to 
seek the protection of the military 
authorities. The rural producers re- 
fused to make declarations of their 
food stores and drove off the officials 
with pitchforks and clubs. 


Urges Return of Kaiser. 

BERLIN, March 15.—Delayed.—[By 
the Associated Press.]—Speaking in 
the Prussian state diet, one of the 
delegates, Hegarth, pleaded in favor 
of the Hohenzollerns, and proposed 
that Prussia should restore the mon- 
archy. ‘The Secialists protested, but 
the greater part of the civil parties 
applauded the spéech. 

The independent socialists demanded 
the confiscation of the private for- 
tunes of the former emperor and his 
family. 

There was a keen discussion in the 
house over civil war in Germany. The 
Socialists proposed a parliamentary 
investigation, but this was negatived 
by the minister of justice, who later 
announced that the damage done to 
the Berlin police headquarters amount- 
ed to $5,000,000. 


Oppose Prussian President. 

During the debate over the question 
of a provisional constitution for Prus. 
sia, a Conservative speaker argued in 
favor of providing for the office of 
president of Prussia in the new docu- 
ment. This was objected to by Paul 
Hirsch, the head of the present cabinet, 
on the ground that to create a state ex- 
ecutive would set an unfortunate ex- 
ample to the other federated states 
and likewise would be interpreted as 
an attempt to create a substitute for 
a monarch. 

A cordon of steel-helmeted troops 
was thrown around the diet buildings 
to protect the opening session. Only 
holders of credentials, which had been 
minutely examined, were permitted to 
pass after having been carefully 
searched for weapons. This applied 
even to women delegates. 


More Fighting Expected. 

Although last week's Spartacan up. 
rising was put down, the government, 
far from relaxing its vigilance, is tak- 
ing measures to prevent a repetition. 
The Prussian minister of education, 
Herr Haenisch, has issued an elo. 
quent appeal to young collegians to 
join the volunteer corps “to save the 
fatherland, against which bolshevism 
threatens in the east, while the hydra 
of civil warfare raises its head at 
home.” 

The minister of defense, Herr Noske, 

has issued a decree imposing up to 
one year’s imprisonment for interfer- 
ence with street car employés or 
traffic or sabotage of telegraph wires, 
cars, or other material. This is plain- 
ly intended to make it impossible for 
the minority of the street car men to 
prevent the majority from working in 
case of another strike. 
The Prussian government has begun 
a general pouse cleaning among the 
higher bureaucrats left over from the 
former régime, who @re charged with 
indulging in a policy of obstruction 
and even outspoken hostility to the 
measures of the present government. 
A start was made this week with 
Herr Lobell, former Prussian minister 
of the interior, and Georg Michaelis, 
former chancellor. The official ax ig 
hanging over the political necks of 
scores of privy councilors and depart.

ard for determining when malt bev- 
erages shal! be deemed intoxicating.” 
They added the “ opinion that the proc- 
lamations of the president dated Jan. 30 
and March 4, 1919, authorizing the use 
of grain and other food products in 
the production of malt liquors which 
are not in fact intoxicating, and that 
the act of Nov. 21, 1918 (containing the 
war time prohibition clause), do not 
apply to nonintoxicating beers.” 

“The conclusion we have reached, 
therefore,” the opinion continues, “ is 
that brewers may lawfully disregard

WILSON AGREES 
COUNCIL’ 
GERMAN CURB 


Accepts House and 
Lansing’s Work in 
His Absence. 


PARIS, March 17.+-[By the Assoctat- 
ed Press.]—The Supreme war council 
resumed its sessions today with Presti- 
dent Wilson in attendance for the first 
time since he returned from the United 
States. 

It was a distinguished assemblage 
of civilian and military chiefs, with 
Marshal Foch, Field Marshal Haig. 
General Diaz, and British, French and 
American admirals, as well as the 
permiers-and foreign ministers of the 
five great powers with military and 
naval experts, bearing war maps and 
a diagram of and the actual draft of 
the military, naval and aerial articles 
of the peace treaty, in attendance. 

It was this draft, which the council 
has considered and adopted in the 
main, though a number of details stil] 
remain open. 


Wilson 0. K.’s Work. 

President Wilson agreed to al! those 
features of the terms which Secretary 
of State Lansing and Col. E. M. House 
had accepted at a previous session. 

These include a general plan for 
German disarmament down to one 
hundred thousand men recruited by 
the volunteer system for twelve years, 
and a limitation on arms, munitions 
and other war stores, together with 
similar naval and aerial disarmament. 

Some of the reserved points, involv- 
ing questions of principle, were the 
main subjects of discussion during the 
prolonged session. 

The council also discussed the Polish 
situation, using as the basis of discus- 
sion reports of the commission sent to 
Warsaw. 


RUSH WORK ON LEAGUE

PARIS, March 17.—Replying to the 
French charge that incorporating the 
league of nations covenant into the 
preliminary peacé treaty means a 
waste and loss of time before the 
treaty is signed, the American peace 
commission practically guarantees to 
have the covenant ready for adoption 
by the coming Saturday, with all the 
changes and amendments completed. 

Certain alterations are under consid- 
eration to tighten up.the phraseology 
and make the meaning clearer; also a 
protocol may be added explaining that 
the Monree doctrine remains invio- 
late, and clearly defining whether and 
how member nations may quit the 
league.

Washington, D. C., March 17.—[Spe- 
cial.]—That congress should make 
peace with Germany over the presi- 
dent’s head was the proposal made to- 
day by Senator Poindexter of Wash- 
ington when reading a Paris dispatch 
stating that the American peace dele- 
gation was “ astounded ” and 
“piqued” because French Foreign 
Minister Pichon scouted the feasibility 
of including the peace league in the 
peace treaty. 

“The peace treaty is to be a treaty 
between Germany and the allies, and 
as Germany is not a member of the 
proposed league ‘it is difficult to see 
how that can be embodied in a treaty 
with Germany,” he said. ‘ Let peace 
be made and our troops be brought 
home.

Other ben- 
fits are to be gained from that con- 
vention, and much must be done to 
offset the operations of the forces 
inimical to the public interests, which 
doubtless already are at work.

Up to Mayor to Work.

If, 
an alderman is to be judged in part 
byehis atténdance at all his committee 
meetings, then it is not unfair to hold

Asks Them to State Their 
Plans to Improve 
Conditions. 


Robert M. Sweftzer, the regular Dem- 
ecratic candidate for mayor, discussed 
the traction question in his speeches 
last night. Speaking [!n the Thirty- 
second ward, at 6937 Halsted street, he 
stated that he had not rece/ved a cent 


from the publio utility interests for his | 


campaign fund and would not receive 
any. He then repeated his challenge 
to the other candidates to publicly an- 
nounce whether they had accepted 
campaign contributions from the util- 
ity barons. 

Mr. Sweitzer insisted that he was 
footloose, that the traction kings did 
not have any strings tied to him, and 
would not have after his election, and 
that he was. therefore, the one man 
.who could tackle the traction ques- 
tion without fear or favor. 

Repeats His Challenge. 

“Tt is more than a week ago that I 
made the statement that I had not 
accepted and would not accept a cent 
from any publie utility corporation for 
my campaign fund;” said Mr. Sweitzer. 
“At the time I challenged the other 
candidates to make a similiar state- 


ment, if they could do so truthfully. 


They have had ample time to do so, but 
so far neither of them has answered 
my challenge. In fact, both of them 
have shown a great desire to dodge all 
mention of the traction question. 

“I do not wonder at this. Neither 
of them has any program worth men- 
tioning for the settlement of the trae- 
tion question, and neither of them has 
any definite idea to present as to how 
to obtain better transportation, 

“ Moreover, both of them have taken 
a hand in trying to handle the traction 
question, and all they have succeed- 
ed in doing is to make a mess of things 
and to leave the voters of the city 
‘ar worse off than they were before 
they began their muddling.

Mayor Is “ Surprised.” 

Mayor Thompson replied to the an- 
nouncement of the unanimous adoption 
of the resolution by saying it was a 
gratifying and unexpected vote of ap- 
preciation. 

In referring to the luncheon tendered 
the ministers last. week, Mayor Thomp- 
gon said he had been informed about it. 

“When I became interested in poli- 
tics eighteen years ago,” Mayor Thomp- 
son said in his regular address, “I 
heard many well meaning ministers 
‘say: ‘We can’t talk politics in the 
churches.’

American soldiers in European billets are grow- 
ing weary and irritated. We have had a good 
deal of evidence of this.

We suspect that the London riot grew 
out of the irritation of continued confinement 
under discipline. 

The soldiers want to come home. They can 
hardly be blamed for impatience.

Under other circumstances a dice game 
could have been broken up and the offenders repri- 
manded without comment. It would have been 
accepted as a part of the school of war. But this 
time it provoked disturbance. 

The disturbance, as we conceive it, was not the 
result of a desire to destroy order and create mis- 
rule. It was the instinctive protest of vigorous 
men against inaction. They simply wanted to yell 
and let off some steam. American youths tire of 
widdling their thumbs and enough of this will make 
the slightest event the excuse for demonstration. 
It was the boy spirit asserting itself. They’ve had

This year all 
sporting goods are taxed 10 per cent. Oth- 
ef “luxuries” or “ semi-luxuries” are 
taxed 2, 3, or 5 per cent—jewelry 3, 
chewing gum 2, cosmetics 3, and so on. 
I don’t give a darn how much they tax 


‘sporting goods, but I make a big dis- 


tinction between sporting goods and ath- 
letic goods. 

The committee which fixed the tax on 
sporting goods had the idea that they 
were taxing the major leagues and “ rich 
sportsmen.’ The fact is that all the pro- 


| fessional ball clubs in the United States 


buy less than one-half of 1 per cent of 
the sporting goods manufactured (and 
that almost at cost for advertising pur- 
poses), while over 60 per cent (some say 
70) are bought by boys under 18 years 
of age. 

The tax falls hardest upon the kid 
athletes. You know how important it is 
to develop the boy athletes in this coun- 
try. Congress itself has said it wanted 
to encourage them, and then by a bone- 
headed blunder soaks them with a 10 
per cent tax meant to hit others, 

The tax does not hit the manufacturer. 
as he passes it on. I have tried to stir 
them up, but find them only mildly in- 
terested because every one of the sixteen 
sporting goods factories in the United 
States is busy with big and profitable or- 
ders for the armv and navy and is not 
at this time greatly interested in manu- 
facturing the cheap stuff for the kids. 

The total tax on all sporting goods will 
run about $1,200,000, and this year the 
government will pay most of that back 
to itself, as the manufacturers will sim- 
ply add the tax and collect it when the 
goods are delivered. 

I don't care how much they tax sport- 
ing goods. Any one who can afford to 
buy a $100 gun or a $50 fishing rod or a 
$40 pair.of wading boots ought to be 
taxed, but the kids can’t afford it. Every 
article the kids use in. baseball, football, 
tennis, basketball, or any other game is 
taxed. 

My idea is that athletic goods ought to 
be distinguished from sporting goods and 
exempted from taxation to encourage 
the development of young athletes. May- 
be I am wrong, but I cannot see where. 

I am asking every one I know to help 
in this kick against the tax and hope to 
stir them up. If you see it the way I 
do and think it important enough I'd like 
to see the Trib let out a yawp. 

I've got to go back to New York soon, 
80 can't give much more time to this 
thing.

Gen. Wood on Sick Soldier. 


“The soldier who is sick,” said Gen. 
Wood to Eye Witness on Friday, “ must 
feel that he can give us his full confi- 
dence. Inevitably some of the men are 
in bitter trouble that way, and they 
are, rightly enough, ashamed to tell 
their story. : 

“Well, that won't do. If they are in 
trouble, that, for the moment, must be 
enough for us, and we must instantly 
set about starting them right in the 
world again. A weary man, a worried 
man, @ sick man are in no condition to 
go effectively about work hunting. 

“We must keep in mind the fact 
that some of the men are spiritually 
weary. They have been through much 
and they are worn out. They consti- 
tute perhaps a small residue of the 
total, but their number increases day 
by day and if they are not given a 
fatherly hand they will become an 
incubus in all the large cities. Others 


ARMY, STATE, AND 
U.S. AGENTS TAKE 
UP JOB PROBLEM 


How best to supply jobs for dis- 
charged fighting men in Chicago and 
to care for their physical, moral, and 
educational requirements will be dis- 
cussed tonight when city, state, and 
federal workers open a geieral confer- 
ence in the Hotel La Salie. 

The Chicago “reconstruction con- 
gress” which is promoted by the na- 
tional war work council of the Y. M. 
C. A has as its aim the establishment 
of a definite employment and after war 
service program to be carried out by 
all Chicago agencies. 

After a 6 o’clock dinner which opens 
the four days’ session Col. Chauncey 
B. Baker, quartermaster general of 
the central department, who has had 


are uneasy. They don’t know what: 

We must try to point the 
way for them.” 


Vocational Guidance. 


This ideal of giving service both 
prompt and patient, having been firm- 
ly established by the general and his 
aids, the most intensive practical effort 
will be formulated. Experts will be 
present at the central house to give 
vocational guidance. 

“We shall prepare,” said one offi- 


cer who has had large experience in 
this kind of military social service, | 
“indices of available positions 
throughout the territory comprehend- 
ed in the central department of the 
army. The important point will be to 
bring the specific employer in touch 
with the specific man. There has been 
too much of the idea that if an em- 
ploying agency or bureau of aid for 


soldiers got a soldier on the way to} 


a job, they could then dismiss the 
matter.

We cannot deal in mass 
jobs now. We want instead to find 
the specialized positions for high class 
men. At the same time we shal! guard 
the interests of the employer who 
needs competent help.”

The bulletin neither condemns nor 
approves any specific measure. It 
declares the total increase asked is 
what the taxpayers ought to consider. 


TO TEST VALIDITY 
OF PHONE RATES 


Washington, D. C., March 17.—Au- 
thority of Postmaster General Burle- 
telephone’ rates 
throughout the country is to be deter- 
mined by the Supreme court, which 
today granted the state of Kansas per. 
mission to institute original proceed- 
ings against the postmaster general, 
questioning the validity of his order 
of Dec. 13 last establishing new toll 
rates. 

While these proceedings directly af- 
fect only the carrying out of the order 
in Kansas by the Southwestern Bell 
Telephone company, the questions in- 


volved touch every state. 


The court ordered that a return be 
made in the case at the next term in 
October. 

Federal court decrees holding that 
the Kansas Natural Gas company and 
its gubsidiaries are engaged in inter- 
state commerce and enjoining Missouri 
and Kansas state and municipal offi- 
cials from interfering with rates fixed 
by the court for the distribution of 
natural gas were set aside today by 
the Supreme court.

ALDERMEN AND 
MAYOR GOTO AID 
LAWS FORCITY 


Urge $2.35 Tax, ‘Home 
Rule,’ and Zoning 
Legislation. 


Mayor Thompson and most of the 
members of the city council left for 
Springfield last night to confer to- 
day with Gov. Lowden and legislative 
leaders on new legislation affecting 
the city. 

The city council wants the legisla- 
ture to grant authority for raising the 
corporate fund’s share of the taxes 
from $1.10 per $100 of assessed valua- 
tion to $2.35. It wants restored the 
city’s former “home rule” of public 
utility corporations, and would like 
speedy action on the “zoning bill,” 
which would prevent encroachment by 
factories, etc., on strictly residential 
districts. 

Meet Downstate Mayors. 

The Chicago representatives are to 
have a dinner this afternoon with 
mayors of several downstate cities and 
legislative leaders. The downstate 
communities are seeking to have the 
city tax rate boosted to $2. Chicago 
wants this set at $2.35 on the theory 
that it is necessary to have this much 
to adequately carry on the city’s af- 
fairs. 

The Chicago bureau of public efficien- 
cy and allied civic organizations rec- 
ommended a boost to $2, and declared 
against the higher rate. A majority 
of the council, however, voted for the 
$2.35 rate. 

Home Rule of Utilities. 

Chicago wants to get out from under 
the jurisdiction of the state public 
utilities commission, the council de- 
clared in resolutions. The city wants 


‘to regulate traction, telephone, electric 


light, and gas rates and service as it 
did before the creation of the com- 
mission. The city doesn’t want the 
commission abolished as far as the 
rest of the state is concerned. If the 
downstate communities want the com- 
mission, all that Chicago is asking is 
that control of public utility corpora- 
tions be restored to the city council. 
The various civic organizations have 


,approved the “zoning bill.” There ap- 


pears to be little objection to this bill 
from any source. 


JOHN M’CORMACK 
MOVES NEARER 
U.S. CITIZENSHIP 


New York, March 17.—John McCor- 
mack, Irish tenor, celebrated St. Pat- 
rick’s day today by making application 
for his second papers for American 
citizenship. Under the naturalization 
laws he must wait at least ninety days 
after the papers are filed before being 
accorded a court hearing formally 


making him an American citizen. 

The tenor, who renounces allegiance 
to Great Britain in filing his applica- 
tion, took out his first papers in Phila- 
delphia two years aga 

McCormack was born in Athlone, 
Ireland, and came to this country in 
1909. He has a wife and two children 
of his own and has adopted ten chil- 
dren. of Mrs. McCormack’s brother, 
who lost his life when the steamer 
Leinster was torpedoed in the North 


sea. 


FIGHT HOUSING 
BILL 
BUILDING BOOM 


Realty Board to Oppose 
New Measure at 
Springfield. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

The Chicago real estate board intends 
to make a fight today in Springfield 
against the housing bill of Senator 
H. C. Kessinger, although members 
said they favor requirements and re- 
strictions in house construction. 

The board was told by: Building Com. 
missioner Charles Bostrom that if the 
bill is passed and enforced it will stop 
building in Chicago. He expressed the 
view in this way: 

“Many of the provisions of this bill 
are burdensome, and it would be un- 
fortunate if the bill is passed without 
modifying it to a great extent. The cost 
of materials and labor at the present 
time makes the cost of building almost 
prohibitive, and if the further burden 
of complying with the requirements of 
this bill is placed upon an owner—and 


ultimately upon the occupants—it will | 


absolutely stop building. There is no 
other view that can be taken of this 
matter.” | 

Provisions of Bill. 

John Lyle Vette, attorney for the 
board, told its members that this hous- 
ing bill is “a document of forty-nine 
printed pages containing numerous pro- 
visions as to the character of buildings 
which may be constructed in cities of 
10,000 inhabitants or more, and deals 
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with the questions of light, ventilation,

size and height of rooms, drainage, 
water supply, plumbing, sewer connec- 
tions, height of buildings, fire escapes, 
character of stairways, and other mat- 
ters having to do with sanitation and 
safety.” 

One member said the bill would 
“put the twenty-five foot lot out of 
business and cripple seriously the 
thirty foot lot.” E. A. Cummings want- 
ed the “ bill killed at once.” 


Some Advocates Cited. 


Ernest Woltersdorf opposed vigorous. 
ly the board action. He said: “I was 
on the committee two years ago, and 
opposed the bill then drafted, but since 
then we have grown. The war has 
made a difference. I understand that 
this bill has the support of the state 
administration, and I have been told 
that it is favored by the Chicago Hous- 
ing council and the Illinois Society of 
Engineers, as well as by the Women’s 
Legislative congress, which met in Chi- 
cago last December.” 

While the city building department 
is opposing the present Dill, it is re 
ported that the city bureau of sanita- 
tion, in the health department, is ac- 
tively urging its passage. The advo- 
cates are using Gov. Lowden’s biennial 
message to indicate that he wants hous- 
ing legislation passed. In that message 
he said, among other things: 


“One of the most frightful causes of | 
disease and debility is improper and In-}. 


sanitary housing. 
“The time has come when Iilinois 


should adopt some kind of a housing 
code. Such a code might properly be 
very lenient toward conditions as they 
now exist, but by rigidly controlling 
the future would inaugurate a better 
day.” . 

Bostrom’s Complaint. 

Bostrom, however, says that the Kes- 
singer bill is loosely drawn. 

“One of the main difficulties,” said 
the commissioner, “in enforcing the 
provisions of the Chicago building code 
for tenement houses is the conflicts 
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and uncertainties in a few of its impor- 
tant provisions. The housing Dill, in- 
stead of clearing up these matters, will 
add an immense amount of confusion 
to the situation. ‘ 

“There are many provisions of this 
bill which are poorly drawn. Their 
meaning is not brought out clearly. 


They are incompletely stated—they do 


not reach far enough to cover the situa- 
tion they attempt to cover.”

1. This loan provides that Americans may 
elect to take francs at 6.75, and this ip ex- 
pected to keep the rate close to 5.75 until 
after April 1, when nearly $100,000,000 
will be due. 


The French have a private and different 
explanation, which bares a grievance agaisnt 
the British. They believe that Great Britain 
will refuse to grant further credit to France 
and that the British are large sellers of 
francs in America on this account. The 
financial editor of Journal des Debatsa of 
Paris says: ‘If the British government con- 
siders that it no longer is possible to accord 
Francs direct advances nor extend equiva- 
lent resources in some other form France will 
be obliged to purchase elsewhere in countries 
which are prepared to open credits for her. 
notably the United States, which can supply

The federal trade commission, under its 
sweeping powers is about to undertake a 
campaign to prewent fraud against holders of 
Liberty bonds by those who are asking them 
to exchange the government issues for secur- 
ities of doubtfal value but with attractive 
sounding names and prospectively high re- 
turns. The commission has at its command 
a list of all dealers in Liberty bonds, this 
having been furnished through Liberty bond 
committees and similargorganizations.

In the year ended Jan. 31, 1919, the 
tity’s share of earnings from operation 
of the Chicago City Railway company 
thrank from $628,833 the previous year 
to a bagatelle of $5,867:96 in the year 
just ended. 

The percentage decrease was a little 
more thah 99, or within 1 per cent of 
The City 
Railway’s share fell from $1,143,369 to 
$10,650, also a shrinkage of 99 per cent.

The Chicago Railways compaay has 
yet to report its annual figures, but it 
is possible the city’s-share will be some- 
what larger. 

Gross Income Decreased. 

The report of the City Railway cum- 
bany for the year was issued yesterday 
in conjunction with the annual report 
of the Chicago Surface lines, which con- 
trols all the surface railways. 

The report of the Surface lines, as 
made by President L. A. Busby, shows 
that. gross income for the year de- 
treased $404,435. The falling away in 
profits came through the increase in 
expenses, which latter showed a gain 


for all the surface lines. 

Comparison of the Surface lines figures 
with last year shows that the largest 
Item of increased cost was-in “ con- 
fucting transportation,” which means 
wages.
